To Win Award

At graduation next June the top 
science student in Bushwick will be 
the recipient of the Bausch and Lomb 
Honorary Science Award Medal. The 
winner is also eligible to compete for 
the science scholarships sponsored by 
Bausch and Lomb Company. 

Bausch and Lomb provides for 
three or more scholarships at the 
University of Rochester, with a four- 
year value of $21,600. Only winners 
of the Honorary Science Award are 
eligible to compete for the science 
scholarships. The Rochester Commit¬ 
tee studies all the applications and 
selects thirty of the most promising 
candidates as finalists. 

In order to enter the competition, 
the science award winner must be 
selected and notified early in Decem¬ 
ber. The recipient should obtain the 
blanks from the Director of Admis¬ 
sions, University of Rochester, Roch-

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“Profiles in Courage”- 
Sketches of Great Men

Courage in politics is a virtuous ideal attained by few statesmen. 
President John F. Kennedy, in Profiles In Courage, a book of bio¬ 
graphical sketches written before his election as chief executive, tells 
of these few individuals. 


There are eight statesmen, who 
range from born aristocrats to plain 
countrymen, mentioned in this book. 
Some are well-known, and others have 
been forgotten. But all have exhibited 
a certain kind of greatness. 

John Quincy Adams lost his seat in 
the Senate and was repudiated in Bos¬ 
ton for supporting Thomas Jefferson, 
his father’s enemy. Edmund Ross, at 
the impeachment of President John¬ 
son, “looked into his open grave” and 
saved the President from conviction. 
Daniel Webster, who strongly favored 
compromise in 1850, earned condem¬ 
nation. Thomas Hart Benton and Sam 


Houston are additional men who have 
experienced pressures but had the 
courage and grace to endure them. 

With a facile skill, President Ken¬ 
nedy has transformed the facts of 
history into the dramatic, personal 
stories of these men. His analytic 
adroitness leaves the reader with a 
profound understanding of the satis¬ 
factions and burdens of a senator’s 
job and the standards by which every 
just man must live. 

In closing, the President sharply 
reminds us that past courageous deeds 
“can teach, offer hope and provide 
aspiration. But they cannot supply 
courage itself, for this each man must 
look into his own soul.”

PTSA Discusses 
Student Guidance

“Student Guidance” was the topic 
of discussion at the first meeting of 
the P.T.S.A., held in Bushwick’s au¬ 
ditorium, Thursday, October 19.
